President Means Just What 


He Said in'Statement, He 


' "Doesn't Choose to Run"

Washington—Those who 
expected 


President Coolidge 
to say that 
he 


would accept a nomination or that li< 
would still be in office after March 4 
1929. now know "that tl»e president lit- 
erally meant what he said in his an- 
nouncement that he did not choose to 
run in 1928. 
i. To understand the new political sit- 
uation that has arit,en, the .president's 
words must be taken as a sincere ex- 
pression of his feeling and desire. He 
could not on Tuesday of one- week say 
that he did not choose to run and then 
meet the correspondents on Friday and 


^ tell them that of course he was glad to 
" inake the race if his party wanted 


him. 
Mr. Coolidge is a man of deep 


conviction and determination. His 
brief statement expresses his attitude 
toward continuation in office beyono 
March 4, 1929. But former Governor 
Lowden had a hard time convincing 
the Republican party in 1924 that he 
would not be a vice-presidential can- 
didate and yet the national 
conven- 


tion insisted on actually nominating 
him in order that there might be no 
mistaVe about it. Mr. Lowden showed 
that he meant what he iaid and re- 
fused to accept the nomination. 


MIGHT DECLINE 


It is within the range of possibilitj 


that Mr. Coolidge would decline to ac- 
cept the nomination but not probable 
at all. He has every reason to believe 
at this time that there are other avail- 
able men, but if the Republican party, 
after duly considering 
all the othci 


names now being -suggested; - should 


- turn to* Mr. Coolidge with a. virtually 
- unanimous' request that he accept, the 
chances are 99 out .of 100 that Mr 
Coolidge would subordinate his person- 
al preference to the call of his party. 


There is a good deal more talk now 


of his acceptance -of the nomination on 
condition that he could resign at "'the 
end of his eighth year so as to con- 
form to.precedent This would mean 
that the country would have the vice 
president succeeding to the office ol 
chief executive 
for a period of 17 


months, most of which would be oc- 
cupied with the primaries and fina 
campaign of 1932. 
' This idea of an interim president 
who in advance would know he was to 
take the higher office is discussed as a 
mean of assuring stability because the 
vice 
president would have at least 


two and a half years in which to sit in 
cabinet meetings and familiarize him- 
self with the work of the executive 
branch of the government. 


MAY LIMIT TERM 
' 
No president has ever refused a re- 


nomination after serving four years. 
^Mr. Coolidge's friends feel that 
the 


complications which were, introduced 
when he served out the unexpired term 
of Mr. Harding should not limit Mi. 
Coolidge to four years of service but 
that he should have an opportunity to 
serve eight years. This compromise 
plan is of course- directed at the idsa 
that Mr. Coolidge would serve more 
than eight years, and would be de- 
signed to eliminate the third term is- 
sue from consideration. Mr. Coolidge 
however, is not going to discuss any 
plan but is going to keep silent while 
the Republican 
party makes up its 


mind whether it wishes to limit his 
service to four years, which Is his own 
preference. 
. The organization of a movement to 
draft Mr. Coolidge will continue until 
the day that he says definitely "I will 
not accept if nominated." and that ex- 
pression, it is felt by the leaders, will 
never come from a man who has been 
honored t by his party for so 'many 
years.

1P5.40 levied at tho special sesion in 
December is illegal because this dif- 
ference, amounting to $240.195.40, was 
more than was required for county 
general purposes. The judge agreed

Henry Doxtator and his wife had 


owned the property on the .-eservation 
for many years. Henry, who claimed 
he was advised by an attorney, 
de- 


clared that as an Indian he was outside 
the law and therefore could not be 
taxed. He fully believed his lawyer, 
he said, and lefuscd to pay taxes for 
the past 1C years, it is claimed. 


Finally Doxtater's property was sold 


at auction and the new owner decided 
to take possession. Last year 
the 


^icnft served a notice to vacate, but 
the Doxtatcis ignored it. This spring 
heveral Mich notices failed to impress 
the Indians and the new owner secured 
a writ of restitution from the courts 
ar.d the sheriff 'was instructed to use 
force to \acate the property. 


Sheriff Francis armed at the farm 


house to personally serve the notice of 
eviction and as a precaution 
he 


brought along two deputies and the 
entire force of motorcycles officers of 
Brown-co. It seems the sheriffs pre- 
liminary survey of the'situation indi- 
cated trouble, which was had in plenty. 


The family, consisting of Mr. and 


Mrs. Doxtator. and two young daugh- 
ters barricaded the doors and windows 
and refused to pay attention 
to the 


pleas of the sheriff. 


Finally tear gas was used while this 


form of attack in many instances had 
proved successful the stoic redskins re- 
fused to budge.

provide has developed in this country. 


NEW PATRONS IN LIBRARIES 
"Our libraries are now filled with 


patrons who before never 
thought 


much about books. 


"As a result, libraries have-had to 


revise'their schemes of things. It now 
no longer suffices simply to supply a 
reader with a book. The librarian must 
know how mucli.of the book has been 
read when it conies back, and what 
good it has accomplished to fit the par- 
ticular needs of the individual." 


"The great need today is 
for 


systematized reading courses which 
can carry the student through a com- 
plete field of study under expert di- 
rection. 


"Here in Chicago when we announc- 


ed a service of this kind we were 
swamped with applications to join, 
which' proves that the public is hun- 
gry, even starving for help of 
this 


kind."

SENTENCE 


This newspaper believes that^thc sen- 


tences of Sacco and Vanzctti should be 
commuted to Hie imprisonment or that 
they should be granted a new trial. It be- 
lieves clemency 
is justified 
on the 


simple 
ground 
ot mercy. 
It re- 


spects wholly the conclusions reached by 
Governor Fuller of Massachusetts and 
the commission which investigated the 
case, composed of the presidents of Har- 
vard University, Boston "Tech" and a for- 
mer judge of that state. So far as they 
ivere able to determine from the meth- 
ods they employed the jury's verdict of 
guilty may be. and doubtless was, justi- 
fied, but at best an inquiry of this kind is 
ex parte. The governor and his commis- 
sion were both judge and jury, prosecutor 
and defender. We doubt if the mind, how- 
ever unprejudiced, can react to the facts, 
evidence and circumstances in such an in- 
vestigation with complete openness and 
fairness. 
The governor represents the 


sovereignty of the state of Massachusetts 
and the majesty- of its laws, which de- 
mand punishment for their 
transgres- 


sions, but there is no representative of 
the defendants. The character of evidence, 
the credibility of witnesses, the signifi- 
cance of testimony, all are very much af- 
fected by the intelligent supervision and 
searching examination of expert counsel. 
To this sen-ice and protection the defen- 
dants are entitled in every instance, and 
emphatically so where life or death is in: 
volved. 


Xo irreparable violence will be done to 


the laws of Massachusetts or to the ad- 
ministration of justice by commuting the 
sentence of these men to life imprison- 
ment. Time may determine more definite- 


• ly the truth as to whether they are guilty 


or innocent. 
A great body of public 


opinion in the United States holds to' the 
view that the defendants are not guilty or 
at least that there.is grave doubt as to 
their guilt. It is influenced by the views of 
men Avho have made a careful and pro- 
longed investigation of the whole trial 
and subsequent events. 
Much of this 


opinion is of high standing and is not con- 
fined to radicals who make no distinction 
between guilt and innocence. The move- 
ment for leniency in behalf of Sacco and 
Vanzetti is, therefore, not wholly one of 
blind sympathy. It is an intelligent in- 
tervention to safeguard justice. 


In this day and age we are accustomed 


to seeing innumerable murderers caught 
red-handed escape the penalties of the law- 
through the breaking down of our judicial 
system and through public indifference to 
crime. The state of Illinois scarcely knows 
what it is to execute a murderer, and yet 
it has a murder a day. \Ve cannot see that 
it will do essential harm to justice or to 
the supremacy of law to give Sacco and 
Vanzetti the benefit of such doubt as will 
at least guard against the execution of 
possibly innocent men. and that will leave 
time to determine perhaps with definite- 
ness their guilt or innocence. 


On the other hand, resort to violence to 


intimidate the government of Massachu- 
setts 5s entirely misdirected. It will do 
.more to insure the execution of Sacco and 
Vanzctti than anything that could be 
done. As between bombs and the su- 
premacy of law. the latter must always 
prevail, just as men of the Sacco-Vanzctli 
type discredit labor, which 5s now acting 
:n their behalf, so too the radicals who-arc 
resorting to violence to save Sacco and 
Vanzctti arc their worst enemies.

Certain newspapers and -their corre- 


spondents at Rapid City arc asserting 
with positivcncss that President Coolidge 
meant that he would not accept the Re- 
publican nomination in 1928 "under any 
circumstances."

If that is so it is 
strange Mr. Coolidge does not take the 
American people into his confidence by 
making his -statement explicitly and for- 
bidding the further consideration of his 
name.

Historical Museum Contains 


,25,000 Reminders of By- 
.gone Era 


Madison—W) —Trusty reminders' of 


another day stand in the state's histor- 
ical museum. 


They give a resume of the common- 


wealth's growth, .from early' Indian 
days to the twentieth century, and 
their membership constantly increases. 


The location of the museum has 


changed since it was 
lirst 
founded 


more than 70 years ago^but the same 
relics of Wisconsin's forward steps still 
stand in tribute to the past. 


In 1834 the museum was organized 


byHhe State Historical Society but in 
1900 it was removed from the old capi- 
lol to its present location on the fourth 
floor of the Historical building. 


MANY OLD KELICS 


Portraits of pioneer Badgers occupy 


a prominent place in the museum while 
allegorical or semi-historical sketches 
of centuryold events stand nearby. The 
reminders, however, do not - entirely 
center upon the "date and name" 
phase of development. 


A hand-printing press, used in 1845. 


and models of a log raft, elbow the 
twine-knotting hook invented by John 
F. Appleby at Palmyra. Trails and 
early highways arc shown on a relief 
map close to a collection of foreign 
coins. 


In a number of booth cases 
along 


the west wall of the museum arc ex- 
hibits illustrating the history of jour- 
nalism 
in Wisconsin, steamboating.

An old spy glass in the same case 
records the time when Alexis Bailey of 
Prairie du Chien "discovered"

"Virginia" the first steam boat on her 
way up the Mississippi in 1823.

We saw the 
first train run from Rohrschach to 
Geneva across the whole of Switzer- 
land and all run by electricity. As the 
country has only about 2,600 miles of 
railroad it is iX>ssible to perform this 
stunt splendidly. Already they are 
saving 700,000 tons of coal and-thcy 
use only one man on the engine In 
some cases. The government runs the 
railroads, the telegraph and telephone 
lines and postoflice and often in the 
smaller places all four utilities are in 
one building to. save money.

No com- 
mittee's* report showing the unusual 
Items was presented to. them at that 
time. No expert evidence of auditors 
was produced. 
Ifow they arrived at 


the conclusion that the county's needs 
for general purposes was $240.195.40 
more than they thought it was 20 days 
prior thereto will perhaps always re- 
main a mystery." 


"In the case at bar. the plaintiffs 


seek to have declared void, all that 
portion of the general "county tax le- 
v\- of the special session of tho coun- 
ty board of Outagamie-co held on the 
10th 
day of December. 1926, denom- 


inated as a general county tax, in 
the sum of $305.195.40. excepting on- 
ly the sum of $65,000, which the plain- 
tiff contend was the actual sum le- 
gally levied at the regular 
annual 


meeting of said county board for thr,t 
year, for general county purposes. 


SEEK BELIEF 


"In other words, it is the plaintiff's 


contention that in making up the levy 
for general county^purposes, at such 
special session, the county board ac- 
tually included in such levy the sum 
of $210.945.40 for highway purposes, 
as provided In the ersolution of the 
county board at its regular session 
and the further sum of $29,250 for 
county and town aid to roads and 
bridges, with the intention and pur- 
pose of converting such fund_ to the 
amount of $210,195.40 to highway pur- 
poses, in violation of the provisions 
of sub division 4 of section S3.0S, Wis- 
consin statutes, 1925. It is practical- 
ly conceded that at the annual meet- 
ing the county board of the defendant 
county made a levy of the sum of 
529,250 for the county and town aid 
and $210,945.50 for specified purposes, 
which was illegally levied, both items 
being in addition to the general two 
mill tax specified in the said subsec- 
tion, and the court so finds. . 


"The plaintiffs seek relief from such 


portion of their taxes as represent the 
difference between an admittedly le- 
gal tax levy for general county pur- 
poses of $65,000 and an alleged illegal 
tax levy for such purposes of $305,- 
1?5.40. 


"The court is of tHe opinion that 


the plaintiffs have taken the necessa- 
ry prelimianry steps with respect to 
protest and tender to entitle them to 
the relief prayed for in the complaint, 
in the event'that s>uch portion of the 
tax levy is in fact illegal. 


"It is strongly suggested in the 


brief of the defendant that there is 


nn entire lack of any direct testimony 
to tho effect that tho county board of 
Outugamle-co had any purpose of dl 
verting any portion of this fund »o 
raised ftt tho special December 1926 
meeting, to other than general coun 
ty purposes, and It 1» conceded tlmt 
there was no express Intention In- 
dicated at the very brief special ses- 
sion, other th«n (ho itfcossary Infer- 
cure that must be drawn from the 
entire record In this case. 


GIST LEGAL ADVICE 


"A very significant piece of cvl 


dcncc. Indicative of the Intention of 
tho county board. Is contained In Ex- 
hibit IS, being a copy of a letter from 
tho attorney-general's ofllcc, written 
to the district attorney of Outagamlc- 
co. December 24. 192C. The evidence 
in the case Is to the cfCcct tlmt subsc 
qucnt to the regular session of the 
county board In November' 1926, the 
district attorney of Outagamic-co con 
fcrred personally with _ihe attorney- 
general and tho lattpr advised him 
verbally, prior to the special session 
of December 10. 1926, and this letter, 
Exhibit IS. dated Dec. 24. 1926, Is ad- 
mittedly a confirmation of the verbal 
advice given to the district attorney 
and presumably in the possession of 
the county board at the time of Its 
special session. 
In 
this letter the 


board Is advised of the irregularity of 
the several levies made for highway 
purposes in addition to the two.mill 
limitation of Section S3:06 and in the 
caption of the letter this language is 
used: 


" 'The two mill tax provided for by 


Sec. S3.0C (4), is the 
maximum levy 


which may be levied by a county board 
in any year for the improvement and 
maintainanco of higrways under the 
provisions of ch. 93 statutes: the coun 
ty" board, in addition to the amount so 
raised, may appropriate for highway 
purposes any surplus money in the 
general fund not required for other 
county purposes.' 


"It is quite-apparent from the entire 


record, that at the regular meeting in 
November 1926, the county "board and 
bridge committee, had made certain def- 
inite recommendations in regard to the 
improvement of highways, designating 
each highway or portion thereof to be 
improved, the amount necessary to be 
expended in such 
improvement and 


likewise had upon said recommenda 
tions designated certain towns in the 
country which were entitled to aid and 
specifying the exact Amount to which 
each of the towns was entitled. The 
resolution at the special session in 
cember, only a matter of 20 days there- 
after, while it rescinded the appropria- 
tion for each one of these designated 
purposes, did not direct the abandon- 
ment of any of the improvements them 
selves, and this situation raises a fur- 
ther strong presumption that the ad- 
vice eminating from the attorney-gen- 
eral's office with regard to the diver- 
sion of money from the general fund 
to the highway 
fund, 
could safely 


be adopted, once the money was 
in the county treasury. 


"In answer to the suggestion of the 


defendants that there is an entire 
absence of any evidence of any such 
unlawful purpose on the part of the 
colinty board, it seems to me to be a 
sufficient answer to say that there is 
an entire lack of proof of any such 
change in the financial status of Outa- 
gamie-co between Nov. 20 and Dec. 10, 
1926, to justify an increase in the tax 
for general county purposes of $240,- 
195.40. The increase in itself is suflP 
cient to justify a conclusion that the 
intent and purpose of the increase is 
exactly what; is claimed in the com- 
plaint of the plaintiffs in the action. 
The evidence is such as might well be 
designated as circumstantial, but it is 
of sufficient weight to justify the court 
in holding, as I do, that the levy of 
5305,195.40 made by the county board 
of Outagamie-co for general purposes, 
at the meeting of Dec. 10, 1926 is illeg- 
al and void and that the levy of $63,000 
made at the regular Xov. 20, 1926 ses- 
sion of said county board is the legal 
county tax for said county for the 
year 1927. 


"It follows from the foregoing that 


the plaintiffs arc entitled to the relief 
prayed for in their complaint and that 
any portion of the plaintiffs' taxes for 
county purposes must be based upon 
the tax levy made by the county board 
at its regular November 1926 session.'.' 


Judge Cowie filed a separate opinion 


in the injunction proceedings started 
by the city to restrain Bachman from 
paying the county any portion of the 
$100.483 which constituted the city's 
share of the tax declared illegal, but 
lie said the opinion in the Kichard suit 
was controlling.
